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BY-LAWS. 


\Miereas  the  Directors  of  the  Toronto  Athletic  Club 
(Limited)  deem  it  expedient  that  certain  By-laws  for  regulating 
the  affairs  of  the  Company  should  be  made  : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted. 


MEETINGS. 

1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Shareholders  shall  Ije  held  at 
the  Head  Office  of  the  Club,  in  Toronto,  on  the  third  Monday 
in  May,  to  receive  the  Report  and  Financial  Statement  of  the 
Directors  for  the  past  year  ;  to  elect  Directors  for  the  ensuing 
year ;  and  for  all  other  general  or  special  purposes  relating  to 
the  management  of  the  Club's  affairs. 

2.  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  shareholders  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  Directors,  whenever  they  may  deem  the  same 
necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  purpose  not  contrary  to  law  or 
letters  patent  of  the  Club,  or  Statute  ;  and  it  is  incumbent  on 
the  President  to  call  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Share- 
holders whenever  any  number  of  the  shareholders  representing 
at  least  one-fourth  part  of  the  paid-up  stock  of  the  Club,  shall 
require  the  same  in  writing,  for  the  transaction  of  any  business 
specified  in  such  written  requisition  and  notice,  callii^  the 
meeting. 
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3.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  Annual  or 
a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Club  must  be  given  at  least 
ten  days  previously  thereto,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the 
City  of  Toronto,  and  a  prepaid  letter  must  be  duly  addressed  and 
mailed  to  each  shareholder  living  outside  the  city,  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  such  meeting  ;  and  all  meetings  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  regularly  held,  and  all  proceedings  thereat  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  valid,  unless  an  objection,  in  writing,  stating 
the  alleged  ground  of  irregularity  or  invalidity  shall  be  left  with 
the  Secretary  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

4.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  every  month,  at  the  Head  Office  of  the  Club,  or 
wherever  the  Directors,  for  greater  convenience,  may  determine, 
in  the  said  city,  or  more  frequently,  as  the  business  of  the  Club 
may  require,  and  shall  be  called  by  the  President  or  his  locum 
tenens. 

5.  At  all  General  or  Special  Meetings  of  the  Club,  every 
Shareholder  (not  being  in  arrears  in  respect  of  any  call)  shall  be 
entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  he  owns  shares  in  the  Club,  and 
may  vote  by  proxy,  such  proxy  being  a  Shareholder  in  his  own 
right. 

6.  Questions  at  all  meetings  of  the  shareholders  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  in  value  of  those  present,  either  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  and  in  case  the  number  of  votes  is  equal,  the 
President  or  Chairman,  in  addition  to  his  own,  shall  have  a 
deciding  or  casting  vote. 

DIRECTORS  AND  OFFICERS. 

7.  The  Officers  of  the  Club  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  a  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  who  shall  each  perform  such  duties  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Board,  and  such  other  officers 
as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  see  fit  to  appoint. 


8.  The  affairs  of  the  Ciub  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
twelve  (12)  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  shareholders,  of  whom  five  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

9.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Directors  from  amongst  themselves,  at  the  first  Board  Meeting 
after  every  Annual  Meeting. 

10.  The  President  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  Shaieholders,  or 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  call  meetings  of  the  Directors 
and  Shareholders  when  necessar}-,  or  required  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  advise  with,  and  render  such  assistance  to  the  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  other  officers  of  the  Club  as  may  be  in  his  power. 
He  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  sign  all  cheques,  bills,  promissory- 
notes,  debentures,  documents,  and  agreements  given  by  the 
Club,  and  shall  exercise  a  general  super\-ision  over  the  officers 
and  ser\ants  of  the  Club.  In  his  absence  from  his  post  from  any 
cause,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  possess  and  exercise  all 
the  rights,  powers,  and  functions  of  the  President ;  or  in  their 
absence,  a  Chairman  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  pro  tern, 
with  like  powers. 

1 1 .  All  questions  arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  Directors  shal 
be  decided  by  the  majority  of  votes  of  the  members  there  present, 
and  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman,  in  addition  to 
his  own,  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

12.  The  Secretary  shall  (under  the  direction  of  the  President) 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Club,  and  attend  and  take  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
Shareholders  of  the  Club.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
seal  of  the  Club,  and  shall  keep  the  securities,  books,  papers, 
and  records  belonging  to  the  Club  ;  all  of  which  he  shall  deliver 
up  when  directed  so  to  do  by  the  President,  or  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Board,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  he  or  they  shall  direct. 
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and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  that  the  nature  of  his  office 
may  require,  or  that  the  Directors  may  require. 

13.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  pay  out  all  moneys  on 
behalf  of  the  Club,  and  deposit  with  the  bank,  to  the  credit  of 
the  Club,  all  moneys  received,  whenever  they  amount  to  $50. 
He  shall  sign,  with  the  President  or  a  Vice-President,  all  cheques 
given  by  the  Club,  and  all  agreements  and  debentures  of  the 
Club,  and  shall,  in  his  own  name,  as  such  Treasurer,  endorse 
for  deposit,  or  discount,  all  cheques,  bills,  and  notes  received  by 
him  for  the  Club.  He  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Club  and 
prepare  the  same,  or  a  balance  sheet  thereof,  for  the  inspection 
and  signature  of  the  Auditor,  and  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Auditor,  prepare,  attest,  and  transmit  to  the  Government,  all 
statements  required  by  the  Charter  of  Incorporation,  or  by  any 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  give  such  security  to  the  Club 
for  the  just  and  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  in  such  form  and 
for  such  amount  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  determine 
and  prescribe. 

14.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Directors,  be  combined  and  be  performed  by 
one  person,  under  the  name  or  style  of  .Secretary-Treasurer,  who 
shall  give  such  security  as  the  Board  may  determine  for  the 
faithful  fulfilment  of  the  duties  of  the  office. 

15.  Any  Shareholder  owning  ten  shares  in  his  own  right, 
and  not  in  arrears  for  the  payment  of  any  call  or  portion  of  call 
upon  his  stock,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Director. 

16  The  Directors  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

17.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  Director,  or  of  his  being  unable 
to  act  as  such,  or  becoming  insolvent,  or  ceasing  to  be  a  Share- 
holder from  any  cause  whatever,  his  vacancy  thereby  created 
may  be  filled,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term,  by  the 
Board,  from  among  the  qualified  Shareholders  of  the  Club. 


i8.  The  Corporate  Seal  of  the  Club  shall,  in  addition  to 
any  other  design  of  which  the  Board  may  approve,  contain  the 
inscription,  "  Toronto  Athletic  Club,  Limited,  A.D.  1891" 

19.  The  Board  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  the  salaries  or 
wages  to  be  paid  to  the  officers  and  ser\ants  of  the  Club. 

STOCK. 

20.  Calls  upon  subscribed  stock  shall  be  made  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  Board  may  determine,  but  no  call  shall  at  any  one 
time  exceed  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  subscribed  stock,  and  there 
shall  be  an  interval  of  at  least  ninety  days  between  each  call, 
and  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  shall  be  payable  on 
all  calls  from  the  dates  at  which  they  respectively  become 
payable,  until  paid. 

21.  It  shall  not  be  compulsory  on,  but  it  may  be  permissible 
for,  the  Board  to  receive  payment  in  full  or  on  account  of  any 
share  or  shares,  though  not  called  up,  and  any  payments  so 
made  by  the  jjermission  of  the  Board  shall  entitle  the  share- 
holders making  it  to  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent. , 
but  only  so  long  as  it  is  in  advance  of  the  call,  or  until  a  di\-idend 
is  payable  thereon,  from  which  time  interest  shall  cease. 

22.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  summarily  forfeit  shares 
and  the  money  paid  thereon  upon  which  any  call  shall  have 
remained  unpaid,  with  interest,  for  six  months  after  it  shall  have 
become  due  and  payable,  and  such  forfeited  stock  and  the  money 
paid  thereon  shall  thereupon  become  the  property"  of  the  Club. 

23.  Interim  receipts  for  the  payment  of  calls  shall  be  issued 
from  time  to  time  by  the  proper  officer,  as  such  payments  are 
made,  to  be  substituted  by  stock  certificates  whenever  the  shares 
are  fully  paid  up,  and  both  receipt  and  certificate  shall  be  authen- 
ticated by  the  signature  of  the  President,  or  a  Vice-President, 
and  the  Treasurer,  or  Secretary-Treasurer,  under  the  seal  of  the 
Club. 
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24.  No  Stock,  unless  fully  paid  up,  shall  be  allowed  to  be 
assigned  without  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  no  stock,  under 
any  circumstances,  shall  be  allowed  to  be  assigned  until  all  calls 
made  on  it  are  fully  paid  up,  and  every  transfer  shall  be  in  such 
form  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  The 
Transfer  Books  shall  be  closed  for  fifteen  days  before  every 
Annual  Meeting. 

25.  Any  member  having  stock  for  sale  shall  first  offer  it  to 
the  Glut)  through  the  Secretary,  giving  an  option  of  ten  days  on 
it,  and  no  member  shall  hold  more  than  $5,000  par  value  of 
stock. 

ACCOUNTS. 

■26.  The  Directors  shall  cause  true  and  accurate  accounts  to 
"be  kept,  in  proper  books,  of  the  properties  and  assets  of  the 
'Club,  of  the  sums  of  money  received  by  and  expended  for  and 
on  account  of  the  Club,  and  the  matter  in  respect  of  which  such 
receipt  and  expenditure  liave  been  given  and  made,  also  of  the 
credits  and  liabilities  of  the  Club. 

2.'].  The  books  of  accounts  shall  be  kept  at  the  Head  Office 
t)f  the  Club,  and  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  Director 
during  the  hours  of  business. 

28.  The  Directors  shall  lay  before  the  stockholders  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  a  statement  of  the  income  and  expen- 
diture for  the  past  year,  and  a  balance  sheet  shall  be  prepared, 
once  in  every  year,  and  laid  before  the  stockholders  at  such 
Annual  General  Meeting,  and  such  balance  sheet  shall  contain  a 
summary  of  the  property  and  liabilities  of  the  Club,  arranged 
under  the  proper  headings. 

BANK  ACCOUNTS. 

29.  A  bank  account  shall  be  kept  in  the  name  of  the  Club 
•with  some  chartered  bank  in  Toronto,  to  be  selected  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board,  upon  which  all  checjues  shall  be  drawn, 


and  in  which  all  moneys  shall  be  deposited  in  the  manner  and 
form  prescribed  by  these  by-laws. 

AUDITOR. 

30.  An  Auditor  shall  be  appointed  ever)-  year  by  the  share- 
holders at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  audit  and  examine  all  books,  vouchers,  and  accounts  of  the 
Club,  and  all  documents  ha%ing  reference  to  th^  operations 
thereof,  and  to  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the  balance  sheet 
and  abstract  of  the  affairs  of  the  Club,  for  submission  to  the 
Board  as  soon  after  the  close  of  the  financial  year  as  possible  ; 
the  allowance  for  whose  ser\-ices  shall  be  fixed  by  the  share- 
holders at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

31.  Each  shareholder  is  required  to  furnish  his  particular 
address  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Club,  which,  until 
altered  or  changed  in  writing  by  him,  shall  be  taken  to  be  his 
legal  address  for  all  purposes  connected  with  the  Club. 

MEMBERSHIP  OF  THE   CLUB. 

32.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient  regarding  the  election 
of  members  (shareholders  or  others)  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
use  of  the  Club-house  and  grounds  of  the  Club,  and  regarding 
the  management  thereof. 

CHANGING    BY-LAWS. 

33.  The  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  repeal,  amend,  and 
re-enact  these  By-laws,  but  such  change  (unless  in  the  meantime 
confirmed  at  a  Special  General  Meeting,  duly  called  for  the 
purpose)  shall  only  have  force  until  the  next  Annual  General 
Meeting,  and  if  not  then  confirmed,  shall  from  that  time  cease 
•to  be  in  force  ;  and  in  the  practical  application  of  these  By-laws, 
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or  any  to  be  hereafter  made,  the  construction  put  upon  them  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

RULES  AND   REGULATIONS. 

For  the  Use  of  the  Club  House 
AND  Grounds. 

ARTICLE    I. 

NAME. 

This  Club  shall  be  known  as  the  "Toronto  Athletic  Club" 
(Limited). 

ARTICLE    II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Club  shall  be  to  encourage  all  manly 
sports  and  pastimes,  promote  physical  culture,  and  for  social 
purposes,  etc. 

ARTICLE    III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  this  Club  shall  be  confined 
exclusively  to  amateurs,  who  may  be  described  as  : 

Those  who  have  never  competed  for  a  money  prize  or 
staked  bet  ;  or  with  or  against  any  professional  for  any 
prize  ;  or  who  have  never  taught,  pursued,  or  assisted 
in  the  practice  of  athletic  exercises  as  a  means  for  obtaining 
a  livelihood. 

Section  2.  The  membership  of  this  Club  shall  be  limited 
to  such  number  not  exceeding  two  thousand  active  members, 
and   two   hundred    and    fifty    non-resident    members,    as    the 
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Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine  ;  but  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  for  membership  who  is  under  sixteen  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  election. 

Section  3.  Only  members  subscribing  individually  to  the 
Club  shall  have  a  voice  or  vote  in  its  affairs. 

Section  4.  The  membership  shall  be  designated  as  follows  : 
Active  Members  ;  Life  Members ;  Non- Resident  Members  ; 
Honorary  Members  ;  Junior  Associate  Members  ;  Lady  Asso- 
ciate Members. 

Section  5.  Junior  Associate  Members,  between  the  ages  of 
ten  and  sixteen,  may  be  admitted  with  such  limited  privileges  as 
the  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  but  on  attaining 
the  age  of  sixteen  they  must  apply  for  membership  in  the 
ordinary  manner,  as  laid  down  in  these  Regulations. 

Section  6.  Persons  having  no  usual  place  of  residence  or 
business  in  Toronto,  or  within  twenty  miles  thereof,  may  be 
elected  Non-Resident  Members,  in  the  manner  provided  for 
the  election  of  Active  Members,  and  shall,  upon  election,  pay 
one-half  of  the  regular  entrance  fee  and  annual  fee  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  such  payments  by  Active  Members.  Non- 
Resident  Members  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  Active  Members 
except  that  of  voting  or  holding  office  in  the  Club.  A  Non- 
Resident  Member  of  the  Club  who  shall  acquire  a  usual  place  of 
residence  or  business  in  Toronto,  or  within  twenty  miles  thereof, 
shall  cease  to  be  a  Non-Resident  Member  of  the  Club,  and  shall 
notify  the  Secretary  of  such  change  ;  he  shall,  however,  if  he  so 
request,  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  candidates  for 
election  as  Active  Members,  and,  if  elected,  shall  pay  an 
additional  entrance  fee  equal  to  one-half  the  then  entrance  fee, 
and  his  regular  annual  fee  as  an  Active  Member.  The  Board 
of  Directors  may,  on  the  application  of  any  Active  Meniber 
having  no  usual  place  of  residence  or  business  in  Toronto,  or 
within  twenty  miles  thereof,  place  him  in  the  class  of  Non- 
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Residents,  his  privileges  to  begin  on  the  first  day  of  April  or 
October  next  succeeding  the  date  of  his  application  ;  but  no 
return  shall  be  made  of  the  entrance  fee  already  paid  ;  and  in 
the  event  of  his  subsequently  acquiring  a  usual  place  of  residence 
or  business  in  Toronto,  or  within  twenty  miles  thereof,  he  shall 
notify  the  Secretary  of  such  change,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the 
class  of  Active  Members,  without  the  necessity  of  a  re-election. 

Section  7.  Any  person  paying  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  may  be  elected  a  Life  Meml)er  of  the  Club. 

Section  8.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  by 
unanimous  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  upon  any  person, 
the  candidate  having  been  proposed  as  required  for  Active 
Membership. 

Section  9.  Honorary  and  Non-Resident  Members  can 
neither  hold  office,  nor  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Club,  but  may, 
nevertheless,  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Active 
Membership  by  payment  of  the  admission  fee,  if  they  have  not 
previously  paid  the  same  whilst  Active  Members,  tc^ether  with 
all  dues  from  the  date  of  their  applications  to  become  Active 
Members. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

ELECTION    OF   MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  Members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot ;  one  black  ball  in 
four  votes  to  exclude  the  applicant. 

Section  3.  Each  candidate  for  admission  as  a  member  of 
the  Club  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and  seconded  by 
another  (such  proposer  and  seconder  being  either  an  Active  or 
Life  Member  in  good  standing  at  the  time)  by  a  proposal  in 
writing,  stating  the  Candidate's  name,  residence,  age,  profession, 
and  other  description,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  Book  of 
Candidates,  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  signed  by  both  proposer 
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and  seconder ;  the  nomination  shall  be  posted  on  the  Notice 
Board  at  the  Club  House  for  at  least  one  week,  on  the  expira- 
tion of  which  period  the  Directors  may  proceed  to  elect  such 
candidate. 

ARTICLE  V. 

FEES. 

Section  i.  The  entrance  fee  to  all  (excepting  original  share- 
holders, who  are  exempt  therefrom)  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars 

(1?25). 

Section  2.  The  annual  fee  for  Active  Members,  with  the 
full  privileges  of  the  Club,  shall  be  ten  dollars  (#10). 

Section  3.  For  Lady  Associate  Mem-bers  per  annum,  five 
dollars  ($5),  without  entrance  fee. 

Section  4.  For  Junior  Associate  Members  per  annum,  five 
dollars  (85),  without  entrance  fee. 

Section  5.  The  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  make 
special  arrangements  for  the  membership  of  large  corporate 
bodies  or  clubs  where  the  membership  is  thirty  or  more.  No 
shareholder  shall  use  the  Club  House  or  ground  unless  he  is  a 
duly  certified  member  of  the  Club  according  to  these  Rules. 
In  the  case  of  the  Club  acquiring  grounds  separate  from  the 
Club  House,  the  Board  may  fix  a  special  fee  for  use  of  the  same 
not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  annum  if  necessary. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Section  i.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  shall  be  held  on  the  day  following  that  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  Shareholders,  provided  the  same  shall  not  fall  on 
a  Sunday  or  on  any  legal  holiday,  in  either  of  which  cases  the 
next  following  day  shall  be  substituted. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Club 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  it  is 
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incumbent  on  the  President  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  Members 
whenever  fifty  members  shall  require  the  same  in  writing,  for 
transaction  of  any  business  specified  in  such  written  requisition. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  such  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
Annual  or  Special  Meetings  must  be  given  at  least  ten  days 
previously  thereto  by  notice  posted  in  the  Club,  and  by  a  prepaid 
notice  stating  the  nature  of  the  business  for  which  it  is  called, 
and  duly  addressed  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at  least  ten  days 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section  i.  The  Club  shall  \ie  governed  by  the  Board  of 
twelve  members,  as  provided  for  in  By-law  No.  3,  and  by  the 
following  standing  committees,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  members  of  the  Club  by  the  Active  Memliers  from 
amongst  themselves,  and  each  committee  shall  consist  of  four 
members,  and  a  chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  that  purpose,  from  among  the  Directors,  except  the  House 
Committee,  which  shall  be  electetl  in  accordance  with  Section  10. 

LIST  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Section  2.  House  Committee  ;  Committee  on  Tennis  and 
Racquets  ;  Committee  on  Billiards ;  Committee  on  Bowling  and 
Shooting ;  Committee  on  Athletics  and  Management  of  Grounds ; 
Bicycle  Committee ;  Committee  on  Fencing ;  Committee  on 
Boxing  ;  and  any  other  committees  that  the  Board  see  fit  to 
appoint  from  time  to  time. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Tennis  and  Racquets  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Tennis  and  Racquet  Courts,  dressing  rooms 
belonging  thereto,  and  the  employees  of  the  same  ;  it  shall  also 
have  charge  of  all  contests  and  exhibitions  therein. 
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Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Billiards  shall  have  charge 
and  control  of  the  Billiard  Rooms  and  such  employees  attached 
thereto,  and  the  supplies  thereof,  and  it  shall  also  have  charge 
of  all  contests  and  exhibitions  therein. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Bowling  and  Shooting  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Bowling  Alleys,  the  Bowling  Green,  and 
Shooting  Gallery,  the  employees  attached  thereto,  and  supplies 
thereof,  and  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  contests  and  exhibitions 
in  this  department. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Athletics  and  Management  of 
Grounds  shall  have  charge  of  the  Gymnasium  and  of  any  grounds 
the  Club  may  possess  or  acquire,  with  power  to  arrange  with  the 
various  athletic  clubs,  whose  members  are  members  of  this  Club, 
for  the  use  or  rental  of  such  grounds,  and  provide  a  portion 
thereof  for  general  practice  purposes  of  any  members  of  this 
Club  ;  they  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  employees  attached 
thereto. 

Section  7.  The  Bicycle  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Bicycle  Rooms  and  Bicycle  Tracks,  and  the  arrangements  with 
the  clubs  whose  members  are  members  of  this  Club  for  the  use 
of  the  same,  and  of  all  employees  attached  to  this  office  ;  it  shall 
also  have  charge  of  all  contests  and  exhibitions  therein  or 
thereon. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Fencing  shall  have  charge  of 
the  Fencing  Rooms  and  all  employees  in  the  same,  and  of  all 
contests  and  exhibitions  in  this  department. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Boxing  shall  have  charge  of 
the  Boxing  Rooms  and  of  all  employees  in  the  same,  and  of  all 
contests  and  exhibitions  in  this  department. 

Section  10.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  four 
Directors  and  four  Active  Members  of  the  Club,  elected  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  members,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Restaurant,  Parlors,  Baths,  Library,  Order  Office,   Engineer's 
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Department,  and  all  parts  of  the  house  not  included  in  the  other 
departments,  both  inside  and  out,  and  all  employees  attached 
thereto. 

Section  11.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  be 
ex'officio  members  of  all  committees. 

Section  12.  No  bill  for  any  supplies,  repairs,  alterations,  or 
other  expenses  shall  be  incurred  by  any  of  the  committees  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  first  approved  of  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  after  the  requisition  shall  have  been  made  in  writing 
by  the  committee  desiring  the  same,  or  the  chairman  thereof  ; 
but  the  Board  of  Directors  may  allow  the  House  Committee  to 
purchase  from  time  to  time  any  necessary  supplies,  and,  if  it  sees 
fit,  it  may  allow  any  committee  lo  make  limited  purchases  or 
incur  any  moderate  expense  for  any  immediate  necessity.  The 
salaries  of  all  employees  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  committees  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month,  and  the 
transactions  of  each  committee  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  first  Regular  Monthly  Meeting.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  decide  any  question  of  jurisdiction, 
and  to  define  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  various  committees. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Section  i.  All  resignations  of  office  or  membership  shall  be 
in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  by  him 
to  the  next  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  action 
thereon. 

Section  2.  All  dues  must  be  paid  in  full  before  a  resignation 
can  be  considered. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

CLUB  PROPERTY. 

Members  shall  be  responsible  for  the  breakage  or  injury  to 
glass,  crockery,  or  other  Club  property. 
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ARTICLE   X. 

EXPULSIONS. 
Section  i.  Any  member  of  this  Club  who  shall  be  charged 
with  ungentlemanly  conduct  shall  have  his  case  adjudicated  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  under  the  following  procedure  : 
(a)  The  charge  (which  must  be  in  writing)  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  at  its  meeting,  (b)  If,  in  the  opinion  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Directors  at  such  meeting,  the  conduct  alleged  is  considered 
unbecoming  a  member  of  this  Club,  action  shall  be  taken 
thereon.  (c)  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  or  more  to 
investigate  the  charges  made,  which  shall  not  include  the  name 
of  any  member  or  members  making  the  charge.  (J)  The 
committee  so  appointed  shall,  with  due  diligence,  report  in  writing 
if  the  charges  can  be  sustained  or  not.  (e)  The  report  of  the 
said  committee  having  been  duly  laid  before  the  Board  of 
l'>irectors  and  the  charges  confirmed  by  them,  either  in  whole  or 
in  part,  (f)  the  meml)er  so  charged  shall,  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  day  appointed  for  the  investigation,  be  notified  in 
writing  by  the  Secretary,  either  by  personal  service  or  by  paid 
and  registered  letter,  mailed  to  his  last  address  given,  to  appear 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  defend  himself. 
(.K'')  Whether  the  ssid  member  avails  himself  of  the  right  to 
defend  himself  or  not,  the  Board  of  Directors  may,  nevertheless, 
take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  (h)  May  expel 
the  member  charged  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Directors  present 
at  such  meeting,  or  may  suspend  the  member  charged  from  all 
privileges  of  the  Club  for  a  period  of  time,  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Directors. 

ARTICLE   XL 

PRIVILEGES. 

Section  i.  The  payment  of  the  annual  subscription  shall 
entitle  the  member  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  namely  : 
To  the  use  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  Club,  and  its  various 
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departments,  with  free  admission  to  its  grounds  on  all  occasions, 
except  as  otherwise  provided. 

Section  2.  Lady  Associate  Members  shall  be  entitled  to 
free  admission  to  the  grounds,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  and 
to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Gymnasium  during  such  mornings  of 
the  week  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Committee  on  Athletics. 

Section  3.  A  member  may  at  any  time  introduce  a  friend 
not  residing  within  twenty  miles  of  the  city  into  the  Club  House, 
and  shall  register  his  name,  address,  and  occupation,  with  the 
date  of  his  introduction,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  a  pass  for  him  from  the  Secretar)-, 
giving  him  the  privileges  of  the  Club  House  for  two  weeks  ;  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  privileges  more  than  once 
in  six  months. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Section  l.  Unless  the  Directors  shall  otherwise  order,  the 
building  shall  be  opened  everj"  day  from  seven  a.m.  until 
midnight. 

Section  2.  Only  the  members,  or  visitors  to  the  city  intro- 
duced by  members,  shall  be  allowed  to  take  part  m  any  of  the 
amusements  provided,  or  use  the  apparatus  of  the  Club. 

Section  3.  No  gambling  or  betting  shall  on  any  account  be 
allowed  in  the  building,  or  on  the  grounds,  nor  shall  any  other 
games  be  introduced  save  those  provided  for  by  the  Directors. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  no  bar  for  the  sale  of  spirituous 
liquors  in  the  Club  House. 

Section  5.  No  member  shall  use  the  private  property  of 
another  member  without  his  permission ;  and  any  member 
damaging  or  breaking  any  apparatus,  or  other  property  of  the 
Club,  or  of  any  of  its  members,  shall  replace  the  same  at  his 
own  expense. 
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Section  6.  Members  shall  notify  the  Secretary  in  writing 
from  time  to  lime  of  any  change  in  their  address. 

Section  7.  No  member  or  visitor  shall  give  any  money  or 
gratuity  to  any  servant  of  the  Club. 

Section  8.  Members  shall  not  be  allowed  to  send  a  servant 
out  of  the  Club  House  on  any  pretext  for  their  own  private 
purposes. 

Section  9.  No  dogs  shall  be  allowed  in  the  building  or  on 
the  Club  House  grounds. 

Section  10.  No  subscription,  paper,  or  petition  is  to  be 
circulated,  or  any  article  exposed  for  sale,  in  the  Club  House 
without  permission  of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  11.  All  members  in  good  standing  will  be  furnished 
with  membership  ticket  or  badge. 

Section  12.  These  tickets  or  badges  shall  be  good  for 
admission,  excepting  in  cases  of  special  arrangements,  to  all  club 
entertainments. 

Section  13.  Any  transfer  whatever  of  any  member's  ticket 
or  badge  shall  be  a  sufficient  cause  for  expulsion. 

ARTICLE   XIII. 

AMENDMENTS  OR  REPEAL. 

These  Regulations  and  Constitution  may  be  amended  or 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  not  less  than  five-sixths  of  the  whole 
Board  of  Directors,  at  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  after 
notice  has  been  given  of  the  proposed  amendment.
